FINANCES AND AN APPEAL. 
‘One of the fisst questions to which 
I had to give my attention eight 
months sgo'was that of our accounts.

who regard ‘accounts a8 invented 
by pedants for by purpose of vexing 
their souls, Such is not my view. 1 
think of them as the only means of 
making clear, both to oneself ond to 
others, a very important side of our 
activities, We have cecently evn- 
municated to tho press vary detailed 
accounts for the financial year ending 
last August. Those accounts are now 
public property, and | can leave them 
to peak for themselves, As regards 
the past, they do-not show, 1 think, 
that there has been any extravagance.

Jordun had he, a3 an acting official, 
been content to let things drilt, in- 
stead of setting himself to remedy the 
defects of organisation, and, so soon 
as the facts were ascertainable, to 
place them frankly before the Court.

PROVIDING EDUCATIONAL SYMPATHY. 

The next matter to which 1 would 
like to allade is in some sense personal 
to niyself.

September to reprosent you, slong 
with Professor Thgby. at the opening 
of the yery remarkable Rockeleller 
Foundation ; and besides attending at 
Peking, J visited at one time or 
another, Penang, Singapore, Java, 
Hankow aod Shanghui, and you per- 
haps desire that 1 should give you.

PLANS FOR MN XPANSION, 


Mr. Sharp continued :—This brings 
me to the plans for expansion to 
which the Vice-Chancellor has referr 
ed. As is shown by the extract which 
Tread from the Com mission’s report 
it considered future expansion essential 
if the University is tc fulfil ita proper 
functions, and rige to ita opportunitics. 
The very troublee which called the 
Commission into being sprang from 
the fact. that the University had given 
rein to ambitions and asjirations 
heyond its present financial means. 
And it would be a sud thing for the 
University if it had not these Jarger 


ambitions and aspirations. But such 
expansions cannot be carried out by 
running into delt. Funds are needed, 
and will doubtless ba forthec wing in 
time: it is a queation cf time, which all 
who ure interested in the University 
desire to hasten, The Government 
hos, for the present, done its part, 
Further: money must come from the 
poublic, Chinese and European, and | 
bave no doubt it will, Preparing in 
advance a more or less definite cheme 
of future expansion (which I under- 


stand is now being done) has thisy 
practical advantage: that it shows 
intending donors, how they can, if 
they wish, select some particular 
object which specjally assists the 
University or specially interests (hem- 
and earmark their gifts to 
that object. In case we have the 
good fortune to get the mueh- 
discus ed contribution from — the 
Boxer Indemnity. it will, of courze, 
be a splendid heky. Our honorary 
praduate, Sir John Jordan, the former 
British Ministerin Peking, spoke very 
bopefally in this hall about the pro 
spects of the Indemmty being devoted 
in some wav to tke benefit of China. 
What greater benefit could be given 
to China than that of education? If 
the amount still due to Great Britain 
was spent upon the general cause of 
education ia China: upon the support 
of schools in China (particularly in the 
Routh), whieh would naturally feed 
the University, as well as upon an 
adequate contribution to #he Un- 
iversity itself: we believe the money 
would be used in the way which 
would most advantage China. (Ap- 
plauue.)

A 
man sitting on the bed,allowed him- 
sulf to be arrested, showing no signs 
of emotion or agitation, In the 
meantime Insyector Kent had been 
summor ed by telephone. He arrived 
s few minutes later, The prisoner 
was handcufled and removed to tho 
West Point Police Station. The 
dead body of Chung Yeo Mui, with 
shuckivg injuries tw the head and 
throat, was taken to the mortuary 
and her cubicle with all thé blood an‘ 
other gruesome evidence of the 
terrible murder was sealed. 
WRIST ALMOST SEVERED. 

The other four wounded girls—one 
of whom had her right hand almost 
severed at the wrist by the chopper 
in attempting to ward off her 
assailamt's blows—were removed in 
ambulances to the Goverment Civil 
Vlospiial, al! in more or less 
serious conditions. The keeper of the 
brothel was also taken to the hospital, 
but her injuries were of o mixor 
charactcr compared with the 
others. One amah who was wounded 
slightly on the forehead did not 
go to the hospital, and was present 
when our representative called. 
It was after the arrival of the police 
that tie three trembling and bysteri 
cal girls plucked up enough courage 
to venture ont of their hiding place.
